Gentlemen, 

Again  I  have  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Public  Health  condition  of  the  large  district  under  your 
jurisdiction,  and  I  will  adhere  to  my  former  practice  of  taking 
the  several  districts  separately. 

CARTMEL  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

ALLITHWAITE  LOWER— ALLITH WAITE. 

I  am. glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  nearly  all  the  houses 
in  the  village  of  Allithwaite  are  now  connected  with  the  gravi¬ 
tation  supply  provided  by  the  District  Council,  including  the 
neighbouring  mansion  of  Boarbank. 

ALLITHWAITE  UPPER-LINDALE  &  HEADHOUSE. 

All  negotiations  have  been  completed  and  a  contract 
entered  into  for  the  execution  of  the  scheme  referred  to  in  my 
last  Annual  Report,  and  the  early  spring  will  see  the  villages  of 
Lindale  and  Headhouse,  each,  provided  with  an  ample  supply  of 
water  from  the  mains  of  the  Grange  Urban  District  Council. 

HOLKER  LOWER— FLOOKBURGH. 

The  water  supply  to  this  village  is  by  means  of  shallow 
wells  and  with  a  view  to  supplementing  the  supply  to  the  east 
end  ol  the  village,  it  was  in  contemplation  to  carry  a  tail  pipe  to 
the  well  in  Miss  Helm  s  field  to  draw  the  water  to  the  pump  in 
the  main  street,  but  so  far  negotiations  with  the  owner  for  way- 
leaves  have  failed  and  the  matter  is  in  abeyance. 

HOLKER  UPPER— BACKBARROW. 

A  gravitation  supply,  though  not  immediately  pressing, 
is  to  be  desired  for  that  portion  of  Backbarrow  in  Holker  Upper 
which  is  not  served  by  the  system  carried  out  some  years  ago, 
but  this  question  may  be  reserved  until  the  houses  on  the  Colton 
side  of  the  river  Leven  are  dealt  with. 
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STAVELEY— STAVE  LEY  &  BARBER  GREEN. 

The  village  of  Staveley  and  the  Hamlet  of  Bamber 
Green  are  now  supplied  with  water  by  gravitation.  The  whole 
of  the  water  for  the  former  having  been  provided  by  the 
Council,  and  Barber  Green  from  the  mains  of  the  Grange  Urban 
District  Council. 

DRAINAGE. 

ALLITH WAITE  LOWER— KENTS  BANK. 

The  Grange  vSewer  extension  having  been  completed, 
the  properties  in  the  Council’s  area  may  be  connected  therewith. 

ALLITH  WAITE  UPPER— LINDALE. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  a  small  scheme  to  deal 
with  the  drainage  of  a  group  of  houses  at  the  lower  part  of  this 
village. 

NEWTON  IN-CARTMEL. 

Other  matters  of  more  pressing  importance  have 
doubPess  prevented  the  fruition  of  a  scheme  for  the  drainage  of 
the  village  of  Newton-in-Cartmel  which  has  been  under  con¬ 
sideration  for  a  l  umber  of  years,  and  I  mention  it  in  my 
report  in  order  that  it  may  be  kept  in  mind. 

HOLKER  LOWER— CARK. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  has  been  satis¬ 
factorily  carried  out. 

HOLKER  UPPER— BACKBARROW, 

I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  a  small  but  efficient 
system  of  sewerage  will  shortly  be  executed  for  dealing  with  the 
drainage  from  the  upper  portion  of  Bickbarrow  in  Holker 
Upper.

HAWKSHEAD  DIVISION, 

Water  Supply. 


The  provision  of  a  proper  supply  of  water  to  the 
Hamlet  of  Colthouse  is  under  consideration,  and  I  am  hopeful 
that  the  work  may  be  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 


COLTON— H  AVERT  H  WAITE. 

The  proceedings  for  providing  a  gravitation  supply  for 
the  village  of  Haverthwaite  have  been  stopped  in  order  that  the 
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yield  and  quality  of  the  water  in  Crow  Tree  Well  may  be 
thoroughly  tested,  and  although  I  cannot  recognise  the  sound¬ 
ness  of  the  principle  involved  in  the  suggestion,  that  this  well  will 
provide  an  adequate  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  houses  insuffic¬ 
iently  provided,  the  consideration  of  the  subject  may  fairly  remain 
in  abeyance  until  the  results  of  the  investigations  are  made  known. 
As  I  still  adhere  to  my  former  opinion  that  the  need  of  a  better 
supply  is  pressingly  urgent,  I  trust  that  the  testing 
of  the  well  in  question,  which  could  not  be  carried  out  last  year 
owing  to  the  very  excessive  rainfall,  will  be  undertaken  with  as 
little  delay  as  circumstances  will  permit. 

HAWKSHEAD. 

The  new  water  service  for  Hawkshead  is  well  in  hand 
and  will  I  hope  prove  a  boon  to  the  inhabitants. 

DRAINAGE. 

COLTON— BOUTH. 

An  efficient  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  village  of  Bouth, 
drafted  by  your  Surveyor  in  the  early  Summer,  had  to  be  aban¬ 
doned  on  account  of  the  cost  entailed  by  somewhat  difficult 
physical  conditions  and  a  small  scheme  is  under  consideration. 

HIGH  FURNESS  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

CONISTON. 

The  hope  entertained  by  the  Clerk  of  an  early  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  negotiations  with  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  were  not 
realized,  but  I  am  glad  to  learn  that,  uow,  terms  have  been 
agreed  upon  and  that  plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  the 
scheme  of  water  supply,  which  has,  for  so  long,  been  talked 
about,  and  which  the  inhabitants  of  Coniston  are  most  eager 
to  have. 


KIRKBY  IRELETH— BECKSIDE. 

A  draft  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  supply  of  water  by 
gravitation  to  this  village  has  been  submitted  to  the  Divisional 
Committee,  but  the  estimated  outlay  was  considered  excessive. 

The  wet  season  last  year  prevented  the  Surveyor  from 
pursuing  his  investigations  as  to  other  and  cheaper  sources  of 
supply,  but  I  trust  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  first  dry 
period  to  continue  the  investigations.

CONISTON. 

Arrangements  are  under  consideration  which  may  lead 
to  the  greater  portion  of  the  property  in  Coniston  Village  being 
connected  with  the  main  sewer  in  course  of  construction  on  the 
Crown  Estate,  which,  if  succesful,  will,  I  hope,  result  in  the 
cessation  of  complaints,  frequently  made,  of  the  nuisance  arising 
from  the  various  outfalls. 

KIRKBY  IRELETH— SANDSIDE. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  system  of  sewerage  for  the 
village  of  Sandside  is  in  progress. 


LOW  FURNESS  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

ALI  INGHAM— BAYCLIFFE. 

The  water  from  the  new  wtll  sunk  nearly  two  years 
ago,  is  shown  by  analysis  to  be  of  good  quality,  but  as  to  quan¬ 
tity  it  has  not  proved  to  be  constant,  and  while  I  recognise  that 
the  Committee  adopted  this  method  of  supply  to  save  the  Town¬ 
ship,  already  charged  with  a  sewerage  loan  debt  I  can  only 
express  the  h  )pe  that  their  well  intentioned  endeavour  will  not 
prove  a  faiiur  ?. 

SCALES, 

Th  s  village  is  supplied  almost  entirely  by  rain  water 
stored  in  uni  jrground  tanks  and  which  it  may  be  presumed  are 
not  too  frequently  cleaned  out,  and  I  trust  that  the  day  is  not 
very  far  distant  when  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  comparative 
nearness  of  the  Urswick  main.  Il  the  distance  from  Little 
Urswick  to  Stainton  vas  not  too  great,  it  is  a  logical  conclusion 
fhat  the  village  of  Scales  is  not  too  far  away. 

DRAINAGE. 

GLEASTON. 

I  would  emphasise  my  observation  in  last  year’s  report, 
and  in  view  of  the  recent  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  this  village 
would  urge  that  no  further  time  be  lost  in  carrying  out  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  already  decided  upon. 
The  Divisional  Committee  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  expe¬ 
dite  matters,  I'ut  difficulties  have  arisen  in  the  negotiations  for 
wayl-ea¥©39  hr  t  I  hope  that  these  difficulties  will  shortly  be 
rem< 
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GENERAL. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL 

I  am  glad  to  note  a  growing  disposition  to  exercise  the 
Urban  powers  conferred  by  the  Local  Government  Board  enabl¬ 
ing  the  District  Council  to  make  arrangements  for  the  collection 
and  removal  of  house  refuse. 

BYE-LAWS. 

Bye-Laws  have  been  drafted,  and  submitted  to  the  Local  Gov¬ 
ernment  Board,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  Clerk  that  numerous 
amendments  have  been  suggested  by  the  governing  authority. 

INSPECTORS  OF  NUISANCES  AND  ASSISTANT 
SURVEYORS  OF  HIGHWAYS. 

Adverting  to  my  last  year’s  report,  I  need  only  observe 
that  the  Surveyor  and  myself  have  been  instructed  to  submit  a 
joint  report  to  the  Council  on  the  subject  of  the  union  of  the 
Offices  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  Assistant  Surveyor  of 
Highways,  and  it  would  not  be  fitting,  therefore,  for  me  to 
anticipate  that  report,

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

Under  this  heading  are  included  all  those  diseases 
which  are  commonly  called  fevers,  vix.,  Small-Pox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (Typhus, 
Typhoid,  Simple  Continued)  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  and  from 
diseases  classified  thus  there  have  been  15  deaths  giving  a 
Zymotic  death-rate  of  *84  per  1,000,  in  1902  there  were  23 
deaths  from  diseases  of  the  same  type,  the  Zymotic  death-rate 
then  being  T29  per  1,000.  The  deaths  have  been  distributed 
in  the  several  divisions  as  follows.

MEASLES 

On  account  of  the  Epidemic  prevalence  of  Measles  it 
was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Hawkshead  Schools  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  Auithurstside  Schools  in  November,  and  those  at 
Pennington  in  December. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported.  The  disease  has  been  fairly 
equally  distributed  throughout  the  Cartmel,  High  Furness  and 
Low  Furness  Divisions,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  close 
the  Allithwaite,  Pennington,  Cartmel  and  Newton-in- Cartmel 
Schools  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  infection.  It 
is  becoming  a  very  much  disputed  question  as  to  whether  hos¬ 
pital  isolation  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  does  much  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  so  far  as  our  own  district  is  concerned 
the  result  of  the  isolation  has  not  been  gratifying,  this,  no  doubt 
is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  fact  that  mild  cases,  but  capable 
of  spreading  infection,  are  not  recognised,  indeed  we  frequently 
meet  with  children  suffering  from  sore-throat  and  desquamating, 
the  real  nature  of  whose  illness  has  never  been  suspected,  yet 
such  children  must  be  very  important  factors  in  the  spread  of 
infection.

In  only  one  instance,  viz,  at  Gleaston  has  there  been 
an  approach  to  an  epidemic  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever.  In 
the  majority  of  cases  the  disease  has  arisen  without  any  very 
evident  cause,  at  any-rate  so  far  as  the  sanitary  conditions  of

the  premises  upon  which  it  occurred  were  concerned.  At 
Gleaston.  however,  it  was  found  that  the  dwellings  in 
which  the  desease  occured  obtained  their  water  supply 
from  a  shallow  well  which  was  surrounded  by  the  most 
filthy  conditions,  and  the  water  from  this  well,  on  chemical 
analysis,  was  found  to  be  badly  polluted.  The  Sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  village  of  Gleaston  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
adverse  criticism,  and  no  one  would  doubt  for  a  moment  that 
this  criticism  has  been  richly  deserved.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  Council  will  take  care  that  this  reproach  shall  be  removed. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  disease  has  been  somewhat  prevalent  in  the  Low 
Furness  Division,  spreading,  most  probably  from  the  Urban 
District  of  Ulverston. 

INFLUENZA. 

This  disease  has  been  responsible  for  four  deaths,  but 
I  am  not  aware  that  it  has  been  prevalent  in  an  epidemic  form.
